Prior art: 

Document D1 discloses a system comprising a computer (Cf. Column 4, 
Lines 45-58), a network adapted to be connected to the computer (Cf. Column 2, 
Lines 27-29), a remote computer adapted to be connected to the network 
including an operating system installation source, software, and an installation 
script file (Cf. Column 5, Lines 4-15), and a storage device adapted to store a set 
of computer executable instructions and at least one file for performing an 
installation routine (Cf. Column 5, Lines 16-24, Column 8, Line 43 to Column 9, 
Line 22, Column 1 1 , Lines 40 - 47). 

Further, D1 discloses as well automatic installation of software on a client 
computer that is heterogeneous with respect to other client computers as well as 
to the client server. The system operates in an environment of server computers 
and client computers in a network. The installation utility provides the ability for an 
end user to have application programs downloaded to their computer and 
automatically installed. The client setup executable is invoked by a batch file to 
install software on the client computer. The batch file actually has a number of 
copies, with each copy specific to one or more operating systems. An inventory 
agent provides the functionality of retrieving the hardware and software inventory 
of the client server and sending this inventory information to the site server. 
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Document D2 discloses a method for automatically installing software on 
heterogenous client computer systems. The installation routine is operative to 
detect the computer type and the hardware components of the client computer 
system (Cf. Column 12, Line 46 to Column 14, Line 6). 

Problem: 

The facility of the state of the art needs several copies of the batch file, 
which then will be processed in their entirety notwithstanding the particular 
configuration of the client server. The information provided by the inventory agent 
must be processed during the operation of the batch file. Further, the system of 
the art does not operate for loading operating systems. 

Solution: 

The present invention as claimed in the claims 1 and 18 provides a batch file 
similar to the prior art. However, this batch file, being called master installation 
script, is held on the remote computer and modified in dependance on a number 
of variables associated with the delivery location and the computer type to create 
a dedicated installation script. 

3). The dependent claims are directed to specific embodiments of the invention 

according to claims 1 and 18. The dependent claims thus meet the requirements 
of novelty, inventive step and industrial application. 

Re Item VII 

Certain defects in the international application 

1) . Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1(a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background 

art disclosed in the documents D1, D2 is not mentioned in the description, nor are 
these documents identified therein.

6.3(b) PCT, which in the present case would be appropriate since D1 discloses to 
a large extent the most of the features implementing the core of the current 
application. 

3) . The features of the of claims are not provided with reference signs placed in 
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parentheses (Rule 6.2(b) PCT). 
Re Item VIII 

Certain observations on the international application 

1) . Claims 1 and 18 are not supported by the description as required by Article 6 

PCT, as their scope is broader than justified by the description and drawings. The 
reasons therefor are the following: The sentence "in dependence on at least one 
variable associated with the delivery location and the computer type" suggests 
that said variables could be held on the remote computer as well. This ambiguity 
should be removed. 

2) . Some clerical errors were found: 

Claim 16 should read "A computer system comprising: ..." and claim 17 
should begin with "The system of claim 16 ... "
